HOW THIS FUTURITY WAS WON. 

The New York Sun gives this account of the 
race for the Futurity and the attendant scenes 
that marked the decision of the greatest race of 
the year for 2-year-olds : 

Nobody looked for an immediate start, owing 
to the big field, but when fifteen minutes had 
slipped by there was some uneasiness. Men 
were seen to mop their heads and then dive 
under the grand stand, where “Coney Island 
schooners” were on dress parade. Then they 
rushed out again, wiping the froth off their lips 
and muttering: 

“Not off yet? Well, this will kill off big fields 
in future.” 

Two sailors from the Oregon, with field glasses 
strung over their shoulders, sauntered down to 
the rail and looked off into the distance for a 
start. They had bet on High Degree and 
Captain Sigsbee, and felt sure of doing some 
damage in the ring after the race. 

“Hello, Jackies!” was the greeting they got 
from a crowd of foot-weary sports after half an 
hour’s wait. “Tell us all about the way you 
smashed the Spaniards at Santiago.” 

^ The tars were most obliging, and were in the 
midst of telliDg about whistling shells, dying 
Spaniards and burning cruisers, when a man on 
top of the grand stand shrieked : 

“They’re off !” 

Everybody jumped up, and there was a wild 
scramble for vantage points. A cloud of dust 
was seen away off in the distance, but as it blew 
aside the 2-year-olds were easily seen. They 
had merely made a false break, and the crowd 
subsided. 

“I’ll take no more tips from dem wise fish?” 
remarked a fat German to a friend. “Dey’ve 
done me brown !” 

“Who do you mean by ‘wise fish?’ ” his friend 
asked. 

“Why, dose fly trouts vat is running around 
’ere givin’ tips!” responded the German, who 
had been listening to the touts until his pockets 
were empty. 

The crowd was tiring so rapidly when three- 
quarters of an hour had gone by that Lander’s 
band struck a happy thought when they played 
“We won’t g© home until morning!” Every- 
body laughed, and when “Get your money’s 
worth” was ground out there was the utmost 
good feeling. “Arra g’wan, yer only foolin’ !” 
produced more merriment, and the waiting 
crowd didn’t seem to care how long the race 
was delayed. Just then a man in close prox- 
imity to the judges’ stand clapped his hands 
to his head and fell on the grass. He had been 
overcome by the heat, and was taken away to 
have ice put on his burning temples. 

“Oh, hurry up! It’s growing late, and time 
to end the wait!” some of the crowd sang when 
one hour had passed and there was no sign of 
business at the post. 

“There are three or four horses who seem to 
keep out of line perpetually,” was the explana- 
tion of the man with the inevitable field 
glasses. 

“Now, they’ve got away !” startled the crowd 
again as most of the field darted off. But as 
the flags had not fallen there was more delay. 
^.By this time there was no end of grumbling 
and faultfinding in the crowd. Some people 
scored the starter for the delay. Others blamed 
the jockeys and horses, while not a few kicked 
because the track managers had permitted 
such an unwieldly field to go to the post. They 
said that such big races ought to be limited as 
to the number of starters, so as to insure a fair 
contest with no delays, such as killed Orna- 
ment in the Suburban. 

Exactly one hour and thirty-two minutes had 
elapsed when suddenly the flags dropped and 



the race was on. Instantly a great cloud of 
blinding dust shot skyward and totally ob- 
scured the racers for a distance of 100 yards. 
Try as they might, nobody could see who got 
away in the lead, and when the field finally 
broke away from the dust the horses in front 
were so closely bunched that the leaders were 
made out with difficulty. Autumn had rushed 
into the lead at the start, it was learned after- 
ward, although all but Duke of Middleburg had 
gotten away in a perfect line. High Degree 
was close to Autumn, with Rusher, a 100 to 1 
shot, making a terrific sprint. An eighth of a 
mile had been passed when the crowd took up 
the cry of the rarlbirds : 

“High Degree! High Degree!” 

Daly’s filly was leading at this point by half a 
length and little Maher seemed to have her well 
in hand. Rusher was a neck in front of Dr. 
Eichberg, while the others were bunched so 
closely and were running so evenly that it was 
impossible to make them out. 

“Where are the favorites?” was a wild cry all 
over the lawn and in the grand stand. 

“In the ruck,” a loser growled, and then 
laughed in triumph as he thought of com- 
panions in his unhappiness. High Degree kept 
up her pacemaking iu the next furlong, with 
Rusher hanging on with grim determination 
The Daly filly was a head in front at the quar- 
ter, with Rusher holding second place by a neck. 
The bunch behind, or rather alongside, kept on 
with a wonderful dash that made it anybody’s 
race and kept the crowd in a frenzied state of 
mind. Then Maher began to urge High Degree 
forward as the horses got around into the 
stretch and the Daly filly increased her lead to 
a length and a half. Rusher was still next to 
the top, but he was tiring rapidly and seemed 
bound to go to the rear. Glenheim, Autumu, 
Ahom, Captain Sigsbee, Prestidigitatrice, Duke 
of Middleburg, His Lordship, Sanford, The 
Lady iu Blue, Rhinelander and Scannell, all of 
whom were carrying public money, were no# 
seen to be absolutely out of the race, whereupon 
the thousands of disappointed backers threw 
up their hands and groaned. 

Martimas, meanwhile, had been overhauling 
his rivals with snch rapidity that Owner Hen- 
drie, who was on the roof of the grand stand, 
began to cheer up. 

“The colt’s coming through the field like 
water through a sieve, and I believe he’ll win !” 
he exclaimed to the bunch of Canadians who 
stood at his side. 

High Degree was a length and a half ahead at 
the five-furlong pole, but Martimas had passed 
Rusher and was after the Daly filly like a 
bloodhound. 

“What horse is that in second place?” the 
crowd asked. 

“Martimas!” was the information furnished 
by the man with the broad brimmed hat, who 
had 500 to 10 on the Canadian colt. Others 
took up the cry of “Martimas !” and those who 
had their money on High Degree, and had been 
joyful a moment before, felt their hearts sink 
as Hendrie’s colt dashed nearer and nearer to 
the top of the list. 

It was a fight to a finish in the last furlong, 
but Martimas had a world of speed and the 
strength of an iron tiorse. He leaped over the 
ground with giant-like strides and gradually 
cut down High Degree’s slight advantage. 
Then, in a moment, they were on even terms, 
and in another second Martimas shot his flar- 
ing nostrils ahead, while Hendrie and the 
Canadians on the roof danced a hornpipe. 
Joekey Lewis believed in making things sure, 
so he kept urging his mount along until Mar- 
timas had three lengths the best of things, and 
with that advantage he shot over the line a 
winner, much to the astonishment of the 



onlookers. High Degree, though tiring, kept 
at the task, and corralled second place by half 
a length from Mr. Clay, who came very strong 
at the end. Dr. Eichberg, with Sloan looking 
very sheepish, was fourth, The Kentuckian 
was fifth, Sir Hubert sixth, and the rest strung 
out behind. 

Then the floral horseshoe was brought out, 
and as Jockey Lewis was in the act of getting 
into it for the usual moment of triumph a pretty 
woman pushed her way through the crowd, 
holding aloft a girl of three years. 

“Papa !” the little one cried out, throwing a 
kiss to Lewis, “Papa, gimme a flower?” 

Lewis smiled at his little daughter and threw 
a rose to her. Then he was lifted on the shoul- 
ders of several men and took off his cap in ac- 
knowledgment of the ovation from the crowd. 
Owner Hendrie, with his friends, on the roof, 
were also happy. He was embraced by both 
men and women in his party and also kissed. 
Then he had a terrible time pulling off his kid 
gloves, so that he might shake properly with 
them all. The victory of Martimas was of 
greater worth to Hendrie, by the way, than the 
mere money involved. For years Hendrie has 
been contesting with J. E. Seagram for su- 
premacy on the Canadian tracks. Seagram has 
won eleven Queen’s Plates at Toronto, and 
hitherto has been regarded as the kingpin in 
Canadian turf affairs. But yesterday’s triumph 
will probably put Hendrie on top in the estima- 
tion of his small army of friends m Hamilton, 
Ontario, where he owns a big iron foundry. 
Hendrie is said to be a good sportsman, and 
nobody could be found last night who begrudged 
him his lioAors won so fairly. 



RACING AT FORT ERIE. 



Following up Windsor the fall meeting at 
Fort Erie begins tomorrow and continues for 
twenty-three racing days. Most of the horses 
that were at Windsor have been taken on to 
Fort Erie, where they will be reinforced by a 
contingent of horses that have been racing at 
Aqueduct. The ring is open to all bookmakers 
and the prospects for a prosperous meeting are 
excellent.

RESULTS AT HARLEM. 

Harlem racing yesterday was again largely 
given over to the youngsters, there being of the 
six events carded three for two year olds. 
Eighteen regular and two field bookmakers 
“cut in” for one day. The weather was on the 
hazy order, but the air was cool, and light 
breezes were stirring. 

The track was heavy, but safe, and as the soil 
was kept stirred up with the harrow, fast going 
may be expected Friday should no more rain 
fall. 

A large bevy of women congregated outside 
the gates. They had come expecting to get 
free admission and when told “there will be 
no ‘Ladies’ Day’ until further notice,” either 
went home or paid for a ticket. Abolition of 
“Ladies Day” has been a matter talked of from 
California to Chicago for some months. The 
quicker everybody is charged admission to race 
tracks the better. 

“Kid” Weller and some other high players 
had a “good thing” in Andes in the first race 
and the colt was backed from 8 down to 24 to 1. 
Left at the post, Andes ran into fourth position 
in the first three-eighths, but he could do no 
better and that was the last of him, although 
he finished well up. Antiquary went out in the 
lead and should have won the race, but Harry 
Nutter, who was second into the straight, being 
soon beaten and later Becky Ban, whom J. 
Reiff brought up at the betting ring, being dis- 
posed of, O’Brien eased up Antiquary, and had 
his colt beaten at the wire by Fatherland, who 
was ridden desperately through the home 
stretch by Conley. Harry Nutter finished close 
up; others beaten off. Antiquary was second, 
Becky Ban third. Fatherland acted badly at> 
the post and when he broke it took him some 
time to get fairly on his stride. Becky Ban 
seemed to be chary of joining the horses at the 
post. 

For the second race Elizabeth R., opening at 
3 to 1, took a scoot up to 6, while Doremus was 
hopped on at 6 and knocked down to 4, closing 
at that figure. Air Blast, tfie favorite always, 
advanced fiom 3 to 2 up to 9 to 5. Miss Dooley 
and Air Blast were first away, but Old Fox 
joined them at the the middle of the turn and 
into the home stretch had them beaten. J. 
Reiff trailed the trio with Doremus and saving 
ground on the bend raced to Old Fox, the 
leader, at the last eighth and quickly had him 
beaten. Old Fox, second, beat Air Blast, third, 
several lengths. Miss Dooley was lapped on 
Aifc Blast. Fardel, away in the rear, showed a 
lot of speed for three-eighths. Nellie Fonso 
quit quicker than usual. Elizabeth R. was just 
behind Miss Dooley at the finish. 

Locust Blossom led for five-eighths. Molo 
lapped on after the first quarter. Official was 
here two open lengths away. Turning for home 
Molo had Locust Blossom beaten, and Official, 
coming on at the finish, secured the place, Molo 
winning easily. Bob Ross was beaten off. 

Little Alarm, getting out in front, hustled 
Heigh Ho to beat her, and when the favorite 
took the lead at the last quarter she had but 
little left to finish with, and King Bermuda, 
who had come up from fourth position, landed 
the money in a drive. Sauterne was third 
nearly all the way, but was beaten for show 
money by Warren Point, who was raced close 
by Nivoce and Little Alarm. 

The fifth race looked like a riot producer. 
When the horses crossed the wire and David 
Tenny’s number went up there was raised a 
storm of cheers and the hand-clapping from 
the grandstand was general, for the combina- 
tion of Pat Dunne and J. Reiff was a strong 
one, and the small bettors were down to a man

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as shown by the shrinkage in price at the post. 
But to the storm of applause succeeded an 
ominous calm. There was a hurrying to the 
judges’ stand and an excited mob roared 
“Fervor.” Colonel Clark rang his bell much 
quicker than usual, and Sweeney ran to the 
betting ring where he yelled: “David Tenny, 
first; Fervor, second; Can't Dance, third.” 
Now broke out in the vicinity of Colonel Clark 
such cries as reminded one of the old days of 
Chicago racing, such as “Robbery”— “Get a 
rope”— “Thief,” etc., etc., but as usual, the 
tumult quieted, and the muttering the balance 
of the afternoon was the last of what seemed at 
one time a serious matter. The horses got off 
well together, but as Can’t Dance hugged the 
pole, he gained many lengths at the first turn 
and led at the quarter. Here David Tenny 
picked him up and soon went to the front. All 
of the horses ran in a bunch at the half mile 
ground, except Storm King, already out of it. 
At the turn into the home stretch Roach took 
Dr. Sheppard so wide that the chance of Fos- 
ter’s horse was destroyed. At the last eighth 
Reiff began to work hard on David Tenny, and 
as Fervor came alongside at the last sixteenth, 
the midget whipped Dunne's horse so hard that 
he began to swerve in toward the inside rail. 
Now the two horses were nearly abreast and 
Holden, on Fervor, was holding his mount’s 
head high in air and not using the whip. A 
great finish between the pair, and the decision 
as rendered. The presiding judge of a race 
track isfsupposed to know best how the horses 
should be placed, and Col. Clark was certainly 
in the place best calculated to measure the dis- 
tances between the horses. David Tenny fin* 
ishedlclose in under the timers’ stand, while 
Fervor! was, if anything, further out than the 
center of the track. Can’t Dance beat Dr. 
Sheppard for third money. When Roach was 
posted as Dr, Sheppard’s jockey, the inquiry 
was general, “Who is he?” No one could say, 
until a man was found who said Roach had 
ridden Abuse one day last spring and got the 
horse beaten. Yesterday he certainly put up a 
miserable ride on Dr. Sheppard, against whom 
one bookmaker laid 1 to 5 to show. 

Jinks, a 1 to 5 shot, won the last race away 
off, although getting away third at the start. 
Cheval d’Or, off second, was soon outrun, and 
finished fourth. Silver Tone looked to have the 
place won at the turn for home, but W T . Narvaez 
brought up the 50 to 1 chance, Nora C., and beat 
BrownJDick’s colt. The others were beaten off. 

“Jimmy” McCormick, when asked about the 
notices of his intentions floating through the 
press, answered sarcastically. “When I was at 
the eastern tracks I must needs go the Brower 
House to discover what I was to do. Herein 
Chicago they seem to know all about me around 
Chapin & Gore’s and the Palmer House. Now, 
really, I haven’t stated my plans to any re- 
porter ; in fact, I do not yet know what I shall 
do next winter. My contract with Burns <fc 
Waterhouse does not expire until November 1 
next, and I can remain with them if I wish. 
These gentlemen, however, I agree with as to 
theiricutting down expenses. They won with 
their stable $54, 000 last winter in stakes and 
purses, still, expenses probably ate up that 
amount of money and more too. The breeding 
establishment is the famous one situated four 
miles from Sacramento, Cal., formerly owned by 
Theo. Winters of Norfolk fame, and all costs a 
lot of money. I may stay with Burns & Water- 
house and I may not. So you can see how 
much the reporter guessed who said I was to 
race at New Orleans.” 

The Commercial Stakes, $1,000 added, one and 
one-eighth miles, for three-year-olds and upward 
set for Harlem Saturday, has a likely outlook 
and should furnish a good contest. The follow- 
ing are the probable starters : Cherry Leaf, Can- 
delaria, Hugh Penny, David Tenny. Dr. Shep- 
pard, Azucena, Elusive, Charley Christy, Dunois 
and Bing Binger. 

Dr. H. E. ;Rowell bought of B. J. Johnston 
yesterday the bay filly Little Alarm, by Little 
Minch— Alarming, and also that widely touted 
maiden, The Last. The latter is by Meddler- 
Lady Goldsmith. Both will be taken to Cali- 
fornia for a winter’s campaign.
